He mounted a hill outside the city and ordered it burnt 
while he watched. The citizens were sent fleeing to the last Turkish out- 
post in Asia Minor, Ankara, while the city caught fire. After the fire was 
over, the city was worked overj with dynamite. Alexei ordered. the oity then 
plowed under and sown with grass. He saved the Santa Sophia monument, but 
ordered another monument built overlooking the Golden Horn, to later be 
the tomb of Eulenburg. He then: went to the Rumanian Frontier, where he 
looked over the border at the forces of Austria-Hungary. "My next stop 
is Budapest!" he exclaimed, and indeed, none seems to doubt him* Once more 
the Russian Steamroller flattened her enemies, and the outlook for all 
ant i -Russian countries in Europe is dim.,

^Russians defeated an Austro-Huhgarian Army near Vienna and killed them to 
the last man. Alexel XIII stated in Vienna as he addressed his troops, "I 
am now firmly convinced that victory is in sight. Our forces threaten all 
suctions of Europe. As far North as England, as far South as Syria, as far 
Ejist ao Armenia, and as far We$t as Portugal* the Russian threat is real 
ajad powerful. I am pleased to fcay that after five long years of war, the 
Holy Russian Empire nears the final Victory!"
